RUG CUSHIONS‘ “I now have 
the ordinary rug padding and 
would like to make a change but 
was told sponge padding was not 
advisable; that hotels, etc., cannot 
use it on account of fire hazard.”

Answer: Rubber latex or sponge 
rubber rug cushions have some 
definite advantages in resiliency. 
durability (won't pack down) and 
cleanliness (won't create dust from 
deterioration as does cushioning 
containing fiber). Rubber does 
burn, of course and some states 
don’t permit rubber cushioning to 
be used in public buildings. In a 
home it might be susceptible to 
fire risk from an outside source 
like electrical wiring. Much de- 
pends on how and where it is used 
and the adjacent fire hazards. 
Another good type of cushioning 
that is fire-resistant is all-hair 
cushioning. 

In the 32 or 40-ounce weights in 
which most people buy it, it is 
quite resilient if not so much so as 
the rubber. If you feel you need 
more resiliency, hair cushioning 
also is available in 48-ounce 
weight, but this costs more. All- 
hair cushioning doesn’t create the 
amount of dust that the lower-cost 
fiber-and-hair pads do, and is very 
durable. The fiber-and-hair pads 
do pack down after a while but are 
satisfactory for moderate-price 
rugs since there is little point in- 
vesting much money in a pad that 
will long outlast the rug itself. 
But it is important to have even 
an inexpensive cushion. Tests by 
the National Bureau of Standards 
found that a good-quality hair- 
and-jute cushion increased the 
wear of a rug by about 135 percent, 
while the costlier foam rubber 
cushioning increased wear by 
about 145 percent.

U. N. Report 
About Adoptions 


Problems facing adoption agen- 
cies and adoptive parents in the 
United States are mirrored in Eu- 
rope, Canada and South America, 
a United Nations survey reveals 
Findings of a study of adoption 
practices in fifteen countries were 
released recently by the United Na- 
tion’s Department of Social Affairs 
in collaboration with the Interna- 
tional Union for Child Welfare. 

The complaints most commonly 
heard in the United States—that 
agencies work too slowly in plac- 
ing children and that there is too 
much red tape involved —are heard 
just as loudlv in many other coun- 
tries, according to the report. For 
the most nart, researchers declere, 
these criticisms arise because the 
general public does not fully un- 
derstand the importence of care- 
ful work with the three groups in- 
volved—natural parents, adoptive 
parents and children—to vrotect 
the interests of all, but primarily 
these of the children, 

The report, titled “Study on 
Adoption of Children,” echoes 2 
point made late last year in a re- 
port on the mental health aspects 
of adoption, issued after a confer- 
ence of svecialists called by the 
World Health Organization. Both 
declare that adontive parents 
should be ready to min the same 
risks in accenvting their new child| 
as parents normally take with a

‘Daddy Knows Best’ Is 
Tiresome Attitude, Say 
Postal Workers’ Unions 


Members of the AFL Postal 
Clerks and the AFL Letter Carriers 
are Watching with interest the 
struggle in Congress over the Cor- 
bett bill, HR 9425, 

This bill, according to A. B. Me 
Clintock, secretary of Branch 76 
National Association of Letter Car 
riers, provides for a $300 increase 
of pay per years, plus a uniform 
allowance of $100, and a longevity 


increase of $100 annually after 
serving 13, 17, 21, and 25 years 
The contention of the postal 


workers’ organizations is that the 
central theme of the present Ad- 
ministration’s personnel] policy 


sems to be paternalism, since with-| 


out exception each program has 
been proposed without censulta 
tion with the employees, and pre- 
sented on the basis of “Daddy 
knows best.” 

The postal workers feel that the 
incongruity of this paternal ap 
proach to personne! policies is em- 
vhasized by the’ fact that the pres 
ent administration is largely com- 
posed of successful leaders from 
private industry. It is reasonable 
to assume they practiced industry 
wide procedures in their labor 
management relations. It is diffi 
cult, therefore, to understand post- 
al workers feel, why these leaders 
from private industry fail to view 
the business of government as any 
thing less than a well conducted 
publie business. 

However, one labor man sug- 
gested that the big business men 
now representing the Administra- 
tion accept good personne! policies 
in their private business because 
they face powerful unions; but 
now they feel they have a chance 
to grind civil service workers un-

Brotherliness vs. Production 


The story is told that up in the Pacific Northwest, where 

there are several plywood-producing cooperatives with each 
worker owning one share and all getting the same pay, the 
one job everyone plumps for is: sweeper. It's easy, no re- 
sponsibility, so why take a more intricate mind-demanding 
job? 
’ So goes the story. It may or may not be true. At any rate 
it reminds us of the recent dispatch from Boston which quoted 
William H. Eastman, personnel director of the John Hancock 
Insurance Co. as saying: 


“The majority of workers are good-natured slobs. Thousands 
resist promotions because they don’t want to be lifted out of a rut.” 


In England one of the conservative papers dwelt with con- 
cern not long ago on the narrowing margin or difference 
between pay for unskilled labor and skilled craftsmanship. 
If the unions continue to raise the level of pay for unskilled 
labor and to decrease the difference between such pay and 
that for skilled work, argued the conservative paper, we shall 
run into the possibility of fewer and fewer men or women 
being willing to undergo the apprenticeship or professional 
training required to practice a highly skilled trade. 

We have here a conflict between the impulse toward 
brotherliness and the need for production. Neither motive is 
wicked, but each must be kept within reasonable bounds. 

The brotherly impulse leads us to wish to raise the pay 
of the unskilled: let the brother have good pay so he can 
rear a good family, even if he is merely what the Boston 
executive called a ‘good-natured slob’’ who doesn't wish to 
be “lifted out of a rut’ by hard study of blueprints or books 
or mechanisms. 

The need for production leads to the special training of 
men and women who are willing to store up intricate know]- 
edge through prolonged study, and to take responsibility for 
doing difficult tasks well, or for guiding others in the doing 
of them, 

It is true that if you're of the active type, eager to learn 
and,to do, there is great reward in doing the more difficult 
and responsible thing even without extra financial reward. 
But it is also true that in one way or another it costs money 
to prepare for such work. Moreover, it is almost a universal 
rule that extra money gives extra incentive; and there are 
many who might not at first be overwhelmingly eager to 
iearn and to do, yet who with the extra money incentive 
might become very good and responsible craftsmen indeed. 

Most of us wish to be brotherly, most of us wish to have 
ample production in order that we may all benefit by the use 
of what has been produced. The balancing of these two mo- 
tives is not easy. 


Bad News for Democracy? 


The University of Michigan Research Center, working 
under a grant from the Carnegie Corporation, has made a 
study of how and why different groups of people voted in 
the 1952 election. 

The most immediately interesting claim of the researchers 
is that in 1948 only 19 percent of those with trade union 
membership voted for Dewey against Truman: but that in 
the 1952 election, 63 percent of those with trade union mem- 
bership voted for Eisenhower against Stevenson, 

Another claim of the researchers is that by the time the 
Chicago conventions were over 65 percent of the persons 
tested in the survey had decided how they would vote. Com- 
menting on this a writer in the Christian Science Monitor 
says that apparently’ “the election was all over before it 
started.” 

Again and again it is stressed by the researchers that 
the election was settled on the basis of personalities rather 
than on issues or economic interests: again to quote the 
Christian Science Monitor writer, ‘‘a lot of people liked Adlai 
but a whole lot more people liked Ike. That was the crucial 
fact... Mr. Eisenhower's strength was 
masses; his party's political victory was built around him. 
is the cardinal political fact in the nation today.” 

Assuming for the sake of discussion that these findings 
are correct, there is certainly nothing very encouraging about 
them for those of us who are interested in the bread 
ter problems of labor, and in trying to build a dece 
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Congressman John F, Shelley of 
San Francisco during the recent 
discussion of public housing in the 
House of Representatives protested 
jagainst killing the program and 
said: 


“If this step by the committee 
is upheld by the House we will 
soon see the end of the organized 
effort to do something about the 
miserable living conditions under 
which so large a percentage of our 
people live. 

“From now on out we shall just 
jtalk about doing something, as was 
the case until the public-housing 
program was started under Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. 

“The various programs since that 
|time have gone a long way to pre- 
vent a bad situation from becom- 
ing unbearable. But anyone who 
says that the condition is cured 
and believes what he says, must 
have been listening too long to 
the siren song of the real estate 
and builders’ lobbies. 

“That song promises that private 
enterprise can and will build all 
the housing we need. But when it

He suggests that a 
good driver will follow far enough 
behind to allow for emergencies 
and, a good rule to follow is to al- 
low one car length of distance be- 
tween yourself and the car ahead 
for every 10 m.p.h. you are travel- 
ing.
